Sewage Disposal for 
The Isolated Home 


Need ef Septic Tank. 
Where 
there is ii complete plumbing sys­ 
tem en the farm, a septic tank is 
needed to adequately dispose of the 
sewage. 
It is neither safe nor 
sightly to discharge sewage into 
the surface of the ground, and the 
old fashioned cess pool is a mere 
makeshift. 
The function of the septic tank 
is to digest and liquify the solids 
iii the sewage and put it in condi­ 
tion so it may be I inutty disposed 
of without creating a nuisance. A 
septic tank 
does 
not completely 
purify sewage 
as 
is sometimes 
claimed, it merely completes one i 
step in the process of purifica­ 
tion. 
[’here are many types of tanks in 
use. 
This plan shows a simple 
rectangular type of tank. 
It is ii 
tank that may be easily construct­ 
ed by the average farmer. 
The 
two chamber tank gives more ca­ 
pacity, and the results of the ex­ 
perimental work at the University 
of Illinois indicate that it is most 
efficient. 
Many tanks fail to give 
satisfaction because they are too 
small. Another important factor 
is to provide baffle boards to pre­ 
vent undue agitation of the con­ 
tents of the tank and to prevent 
scum and solid material from pass­ 
ing out of the tank. 
lf the tank is too small, proper 
digestion does not occur and the 
tank soon fills up; if the tank is 
too large, the digestion and puri­ 
fication is not as complete and the 
cost of the tank is greater. 
The 
size of the tank depends upon the 
number of people using the tank. 
The subsurface irrigating tile is 
the simplest and probably most 
effective for disposing of the tank 
effluent under average conditions 
It is nothing more than an ordin­ 
ary drain tile, laid 12 to 16 inches 
underneath the 
surface 
of the 
ground and extending out from the 
i set *' 
tank on a slight downwarc 
gillie. 
The length required de­ 
pends upon the porosity of the soi 
and the quantity of the sewage 
In ordinary soil, 30 to 40 feet of 
tile per person should be suffi 
cient. 
More tile is required in 
tight clay and less in light loam 
or sandy soil. 
Ordinarily, suffi 
cient length can be secured with 
one line of tile. Seepage and pur­ 
ification goes on best in the open 
soil near the surface; hence, lay 
the tie! only at a sufficient depth 
to prevent freezing. By laying the 
tile near the surface of the soil, 
the wa.-te seeps out between tile 
joints and the bacteria in the sur­ 
face layer completes the job of 
final purification and disposal.

Commenting on the benefits the 
farmer receives from a reasonable 
tariff, 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Jardine recently said: 
“ It would be in the highest de­ 
gree unwise for farmers to launch 
an attach 
on the 
tariff 
without 
carefully considering the possibil­ 
ity that in the near future they 
may need it more than any other 
economic group in the country. 
I 
am obliged to dissent strongly from 
the doctrine that the tariff is of 
no benefit to the farm er at the 
present time; and I am still more 
strongly convinced that the relative 
advantage of tariff protection will 
swing definitely W* Hie side of agri­ 
culture, as the dependence of our 
farriers on foreign markets grows 
less and that of our industrialists 
becomes greater. 
“What we should seek in dealing 
with the tariff on agricultural pro­ 
ducts is to insure the home mark­ 
et, so far as possible, to the Ameri­ 
can farmer. 
Ile should have ef­ 
fective protection against 
foreign 
competition. 
Among 
the 
chief 
reasons why the United States is 
better off than foreign 
countries 
are that labor is here paid well and 
that there is litle 
unemployment. 
This is of direct benefit to agricul­ 
ture. Even a very little reduction 
in food consumption per capita, 
which would come 
from 
lowered 
wages or 
unemployment, would 
speedily pile up bigger surpasses 
of farm products than have oppres­ 
sed agriculture in recent year.”

sible service. 
Not only should the 
M. D. know about all of the a il­ 
ments and physical shortcomings of 
the individual but the high 
spots 
in the health history of his family 
are most valuable. 
The modern practice 
of m edi­ 
cine is a sc ie n tific business. For 
anything except 
trivial 
ailments 
a doctor will inquire into the de­ 
tailed history of the patient; 
he 
will examine the chest, the eye, 
nose and throat, the knee jerks 
and the body general. 
Then he 
will take from one to half a doz­ 
en 
specimens 
for 
laboratory 
tests. With the data gathered from 
all of these sources the physician 
is then able to render an opinion 
of considerable value.

tions and duty *of its calling.

Public health officers and work­ 
ers can prevent much illness

supervising the sanitation of water 
and food supplies and by educating 
the public concerning the advan­
